Governor of Illinois Advises 
Greater Military and Naval 


Preparedness 


IN ADDRESS AT BOSTON 


CONFERENCE 


Militia In Various States 
* 
Totally Inadequate 


PRESENT EUROPEAN WAR 


Has Shown People of the 


United States That the 
Present Condition of Our 
Land and Naval Forces 
Arje So Small That They 
Are Regarded By Other 
Countries With Ridicule.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 27.—Governor 


Edward F. Dunne of Illinois, advised 
greater military and naval prepared- 
ness in his address at the governors' 
conference here today In part, Gov. 
Dunne said: 


"Since the commencement of ^the 


tremendous war now waging in Eur- 
ope, and the danger of our country 
being embroiled therein, all classes 
of people in the republic ha\e been 
seriously considering the unprepared- 
ness for war which seems to exist in 
our country. 


"If 
war 
were to be declared 


against this country by one ot the 
six greatest nations of Europe, 
it 


must be conceded that the 
United 


States in its present condition of land 
and naval forces would oe In a sorry 
predicament. For offensive warfare 
our land forces are so small as to be 
regarded with ridicule. Our naval 
armament might succeed for a time 
in damaging cities and fortifications 
upon the seacoast of a possible enemj 
in Europe, but separated so far as 
we would be from the base of sup- 
plies, such offensive naval warfare 
could not be of lasting duration. 
v "In defensive naval warfare, we 
might for a time make a creditable 
showing upon our own coasts; but if 
any of these great nations should ef- 
fect a landing of any considerable 
army, for weeks at least such an in- 
vasion would be 
unopposed. This 


serious situation of affairs has given 
even the most ardent advocate of 
peace between the nations grave con- 
cern. 
"The present militia of all of the 


different states of the United States 
is wholly inadequate for the defense 
of the nation. 
In 1913, the total 


militia of the National Guards of all 
the states aggregated approximately 
120,000 men. 
Such a number of 


men would be wholly inadequate for 
the defense of the nation in case of 
•war with any first class power. 


"To rely upon the regular army of 


one hundred thousand men, and a 
militia of One hundred and twenty

days this week, and succeeding low 
records have been established almost 
daily. 


On its way to bottom values, the 


pound sterling carried down with it 
today all foreign 
moneys except 


francs. 
They were quoted at $5.98, 


half a cent above yesterday's weak 
close. Lires were off a cent and a 
half, touching $6.49, and even relchs- 
marks were diverted from their tend- 
ency to harden and fell back three- 
eighths of a cent to 81 1-4.

Advance Made by Anstro- 


Germans Into Russian 


Territory 


CZAR'S TROOPS FIGHT 


FOR EXISTENCE 


Main Object of Attack Was 


Important Railroad 


EVACUATION SUCCESSFUL 


It is Believed Before the 


Brest-Litovsk Fortress 
Was Surrendered, As the 
Invaders' Advance Was 
So Slow —Other Balkan 
States Waiting to Hear 
Serbia's Reply to Allies. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


London, Aug. 27.—the Austro-Ger- 


man invaders have not only pressed 
their opponents into Old Russia, be- 
yond the political borders of ancient 
Poland, but have penetrated well be- 
yond the district of Russia proper, 
inhabited by the Poles. This enor- 
mous advance has now reached a 
stage where the troops 
of Emperor 


Nicholas are fighting for existence 
on the soil of White Russia, which 
for the first time during this war is 
feeling the effects of invasion. 


The main object of the German at- 


tack around Brest-Litovsk for a num- 
ber of days has been the 
railroad 


running eastward from the fortress 
toward 
Moscow. This line, with a 


branch running in a southeasterly di- 
rection, provided the means for Rus- 
sian evacuation of the fortress. 


The Austro-German advance against 


this railroad has been so slow that it 
is believed here the evacuation was 
accomplished successfully before the 
fortress surrendered. 


Serbia's reply to the note of the 


quadruple entente, which has not been 
made public, although, reported to 
have been 
delivered, 
evidently is 


awaited by the other Balkan, states 
before they 
take 
further 
action. 


Doubts are now being cast on the ac- 
curacy of the report which was ac- 
cepted yesterday that a Turco-Bul- 
garian agreement' had been signed. 


With 10,000 miners out in South 


Wales, England again faces the pos- 
sibility of a coal crisis. Although the 
admiralty thus far has not issued a 
report of the recent bombardment of 
Zeebrugge, on the Belgian coast, ad- 
ditional details of the damage inflict- 
ed continue to reach London. The 
latest dispatch states that the harbor 
defenses were damaged seriously and 
several submarines were destroyed. 


Transference of considerable bodies 


of German troops from the eastern to 
the western front is reported in press 
dispatches.

Columbus, Aug. 27.—The new law 


strengthening the 
control 
of 
the 


state superintendent of banks over 
financial organizations goes into ef- 
fect today. 
Although there is no 


radical change made over previous 
laws relating to the powers of the 
banking department, supervision is 
now given to the department over 
any person, partnership 
or 
associ- 


ation engaging in the business of re- 
ceiving deposits, in addition to the 
usual control of banks. 


More stringent methods of liquida- 


tion of defunct banks is provided for 
in the new law, which was the re- 
sult of investigation made by the 
last legislature into the affairs of 
the banking department. 


Another law enacted by the re- 


cent legislature which takes effect 
today is that providing for the con- 
trol and management of the public 
parks of the state. 
It also estab- 


lishes rules for the policing of state 
lakes and reservoirs and lays down 
a code of rules for water operations 
on such lakes. 


This law was enacted as a re- 


sult of complaints by the state board 
of public works that it was given in- 
adequate authority to control the dif- 
ferent state lakes. 


The act creating the position of 


county agricultural agent 
also 
be- 


comes effective today. This measure 
makes possible the securing by any 
county in the state of an expert agri- 
culturist to act in an advisory capac- 
ity for the farmers of the 
county. 


The agent is under the supervision of 
the Ohio state university and is ap- 
pointed only 
after 
the 
different 


counties comply with a number of 
conditions, such as paying part of the 
agents salary and agreeing to the 
appointment of the agents by the 
aean of the college of agriculture of 
the Ohio State University.

determine the velocity of light. This 
final result is that obtained by the 
great masters. Jsewcomb and Micb el- 
son. And as this value of the speed of 
light has also been adopted by the 
Paris conference of astronomers and 
physicists it is Dnal.—Edgar Lucien 
Larkin in New York American.

watched and cared for in these out- 
door months they will become hard. 
During the days at tae seashore or 
mountains the nails grow very dry 
and they need a litle dab of cold 
cream each night to soften the flesh 
at the base of each nail. Before yon 
start manicuring your nails the hands 
should be soaked in a bowl of warm 
water mixed with glycerine and a few 
drops of toilet water. Twenty minutes 
is not too long for them to lie in the 
water, and after drying and a little 
cold cream has been added, any coat- 
ing of superfluous flesh should be 
pushed back in place. 


After the 
flesh has been pushed 


back so that the half moons show, 
the hands should be washed again in 
warm suds. 
A tiny particle of nail 


rouge may with advantage be touched 
to each finger and the coloring mat- 
er rubbed with a good 
buffer until 


the nails art pretty and pink. By 
rubbing one of the little white mani- 
cure powder cakes across the palnr of 
the hand and passing the fingers over 
it with a swift motion, the nails gain 
a fine polish and make the fingers 
appear as if tipped with small win- 
dow panes. 


Oatmeal is excellent -for softening 


and whitening the hands. Mix some 
finely powdered oatmeal with water 
and spread on the skin in a paste. As 
it dries, rub it off in flakes, removing 
the last trace with luke warm water. 
An oatmeal bag may serve the pur- 
pose if one does not care to rub the 
flakes directly on the hands. 
Pour 


some raw oatmeal into a silk hand- 
kerchief, tie the four ends together at 
the center and rub the bag over the 
hands when they are washed. The 
skin will become creamy white if the 
oatmeal treatment is faithfully fol- 
lowed.

The sixty-fifth annual Ohio State

NOTED SOCIOLOGIST WOULD BUILD 


UP SUPERMAN RACE WITH EUGENICS 


Establishment of a "eugenics 


registry," the purpose of which 
would be development of an "aris- 
tocracy of health" and the creation 
of beings possessed of superior char- 
acteristics of mind and body, was 
advocated by Dr. J. H. Kellogg of 
the Battle Creek Sanitarium, Battle 
Creek, Mich., before the conference 
on race betterment at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition. 


"The establishment of a registry 


for horses created a famous breed of 
English thoroughbreds," he said. 
"The object sought by the proposed 
eugenics registry is to accomplish 
for humans the same marvelous 
transformation, and to evolve the 
same betterments that have been and 
still are being accomplished for pigs 
and cattle. We have created won- 
derful new species of domestic ani- 
mals. Why not have a new and im- 
proved species of man? 


"The object of a eugenics registry 


is to create aristocracy of health. 
The world needs a new aristocracy; 
not an artificial, blue blooded aris- 
tocracy created by wealth or official 
authority, but a real aristocracy 
made up of Apollos and Venuses and 
their fortunate progeny. 


"Instead of such an aristocracy we 


are actually building up an aristoc- 
racy of lunatics, idiots, paupers, and

criminals. These unfit persons al- 
ready have reached the proportions 
rf a vast multitude—500,000 lunatics, 
80,000 criminals, 100,000 paupers, 
90,000 idiots, 90,000 epileptics—and 
we are supporting these defectives in 
idleness like real aristocrats, at an 
expense of $100,000,000 a year."

Of Home Town and Its People; 


Kerrigan Writes of Western Trip 


John Kerrigan, fireman at head- 


quarters, who has been touring the 
western states 
for 
the 
past, two 


nonths, writes a very interesting ac- 
jount of his journey to friends here. 
His observations have increased his 
regard for Ohio and 
Ohio 
people, 


;hough he finds much in the western 
country to merit the praise which, is 
leaped upon it. 
His letter follows: 
Portland, Ore., Aug. 23, 1915 


Dear Friend:—Will endeavor to 


describe a few sights witnessed on 
exposition trip, also how they im- 
press the tourist on his initial tour. 
Nothing of any importance to see be- 
;ween St. Louis and 'Denver except- 
ng numerous prairie dogs, jack rab- 
bits and an unbroken line of prairie 
waste. 
Denver is a beautiful city; 


ts streets are cleanly swept and 
quite wide. 
Receptacles for the de- 


posit of rubbish are on nearly 
all 


street intersections 
and pure water 


flows from sanitary drinking foun- 
tains which are plentifully distribut- 
ed. Denver's town clock has a tone 
not unlike Newark's fire alarm bell. 
The first time I heard it I started 
counting the "taps," 
its similarity 


was so striking. The trip from Den- 
ver to Arrow, on the Mqffet road, is 
one never to be forgotten. It is a 
76 mile trip, one day being requir- 
ed to make it. 
It winds 
spirally 


around the mountain until the sum- 
mit is reached. 
It probably has the 


steepest ascent and greatest number 
of tunnels of any steam railroad in 
the United States. Many snow sheds 
are passed 
through on this trip. 


Great banks of snow can be seen 
piled against them. This is the first 
noticed at an altitude of about 9000 
feet. 
The employes of this railroad 


are the most courteous of any I have 
met. 
They soon make you feel that 


you are glad 
that 
you came. 
A 


splendid chicken dinner awaits you 
at Arrow, for which the tourist is 
very grateful.. 
Next stopped at Colorado Springs, 


a city of 35,000 population. It is a 
very "fine city and has a splendid fire 
department. 
Headquarters is equip- 


ped with a chief's auto (Stutz), an 
auto for assistant chief (Overland) 


15 foot aerial motor ladder truck 


and a combination motor chemical 
and hose truck which also tows a 
steamer. 
The department is manned 


by a force of 39 men who work in 
two shifts; the two platoon system 
being operative here. The merit sys- 
tem is closely followed; credit marks 
being given for meritorious service. 
The department also has fire alarm 
operators. 
Colorado Springs boasts 


of a lady barber. 
The 
innovation 


seems to be a winner as this shop 
has an increased patronage over its 
competitors. 
Pikes Peak trip is an 


awe-inspiring one. It seems very 
strange to be ushered out of the tem- 
perature of mid-summer and in a few 
minutes be making snow balls. Far 
beneath you the clouds can be seen. 
One is affected by a semi-dizziness 
caused, no doubt, by the very high 
altitude. Was in Salt Lake City for 
a brief stay. Took a sightseeing trip 
through the city. Was 
in Mormon

and 
heard 
recital _ on 


mammoth organ.This organ has 5500 
pipes ranging from 1-4 inch to 32 
'eet 
This is one of the most beauti- 


ful cities of the west. 
Next visited 


San Diego Exposition. The architec- 
ture and horticulture here is simply 
srand. Was rot greatly enthused wiih 
the exhibits or the fair as a whole. 
Stext stop-over was at Los Angeles. 
No one ever said too much of this 
city. 
It is easily the Queen of the 


Pacific coast. 
Its climate is ideal 


and cost of living is by far the most 
reasonable of any city yet visited. 
The two platoon system is effective 
this months in fire department. It 
employs over a hundred more fire- 
men.

greatest attractions on ihe coast. In 
fact, the rush is so great that one is 
unable to secure tickets on the day 
they wish to travel; purchasing the 
day previous being the better plan. 
On arrival at Catalina, one is greeted 
by a merry gang of youngsters, attir- 
ed in bathing suits and riding in row 
boats. They implore and entreat the 
passengers to cast a silver coin in the 
water, so that they may dive for it. 
They are quite expert and seldom 
miss plucking it from the water. 
It 


is here that the beautiful trophical 
gardens of the ocean are viewed from 
glass bottom boats. 
A trip to the 


seal rocks is also very interesting; 
here seals in great numbers are seen 
lazily stretched upon the rocks. 


While in a barber shop in Los An- 


geles I met Mr. Edward Reopel, a 
former Newark man. Was entertain- 
ed that evening in hi.s beautiful su- 
burban home. 
Mr. Reopel is enjoy- 


ing a very successful business here, 
and both he and his estimable family, 
in one accord, proclaim this city as 
one of the garden spots of the earth. 
Universal City was next visited to 
see the movies made. It is quite in- 
teresting in. one sense and is disap- 
pointing in another. You expect to 
see it in a different way entirely 
from which it is really viewed. An 
admission fee of 25 cents is charg- 
ed to the grounds, after securing the 
two-bits you are left to make your 
own way. No guide is furnished. 
You are left to take out your quart- 
ers Worth in "gawking." 
It was the 


thinest exhibition I had witnessed. 
Los Angeles boasts 
of several film 


companies. 
The one that impressed 


me the most was the Selig Co. They 
maintain a good sized zoo, elephants 
and various 
other 
animals, makes 


you feel like you were at the circus. 


After an ail night and and all day 


ride in the sweltering heat. 'Frisco 
is reached. As you emerge from the 
ferry building you are greeted by a 
cold, chilly blast not unlike Novem- 
ber in the home town. When you are 
attired in your ice cream suit, B. V. 
D's and low cut shoes you feel quite 
distressed 
until 
a change can be 


made. My first night there was said 
to be an exceptionally cool one. All 
the natives wear their overcoats af- 
ter nightfall.

Jupiter's Belts. 


It has been suggested by Lau that 
he reason Jupiter has belts instead of 
zones of spots is to be found in its 
apid rotation. The material forced 
upward from the lower strata of the 
planet, bringing with a smaller linear 
velocity than that of the surface, 
treams eastward and assumes the ap- 
)earance of elongated streaks. If the 
centers of eruption are sufficiently nu- 
merous belts are formed, and it is sug- 
gested that, were the sun's rotation 
much more rapid than it is, the solar 
surface at spot maximum would also 
>resent dark streaks or belts. In ac- 
ordance with this theory of belt for- 
mation the Scientific American notes 
hat the great revival of Jupiter's 
north equatorial belt in 1912-13 began 
with the outbreak of a few isolated 
dark spots, which quickly spread ou 
around the planet.
